It was aday to remember, or to be more truthful, toforget. 

More than 2,500 UNO students waited im lines extending 
from the Student Center to the College of Business Adminis- 
tration Building (CBA) to register for classes Thursday, 

The reason for the long lincs was acomppier glitch which 
caused the cancellation of thepreviousday’sregistration. The 
computer failure forccd two days of registration scheduling 
into one day, according to Don Skeahan, assistant vice chan- 
collor of educational and student services, 

This was the first timo UNO experienced such a problem 
since it converted to the current computer system in 1986, he 
said, 

“T chink there were a few times when we were down ahour 
or so but never a full day,” Skeahan said. 

The circumstances that would cause the computer to shut 
downarcextremely remote, butneverthelesseccusred Wednes- 
day, he said. 

“I don’t know the exact computer terminology, but in 
laymen’s terms there isa sct of circumstunces that when they 
occur tle whole system would shut down. 

“And wouldn’t you know it, the very first transaction we 
put into the computer on Wednesday, those circumstances 
occurred,” Skcahan said, 

UNO coniputer officials finally fixed the problem 
Wednesday evening, hie said, 

Students began arriving as carly as 5 am, Thursday to 
register, Skeahan said. 

By about9a.m., theregistration line wasdown tothe CBA 
Building. Some students had to wait up to three hours before 
registering, according to Skeahan. 

Toease the students’ inconvenicuce, UNO officials set up 
cookie and coffee stations along the line to help reduce any 
tensions, he said, A loud speaker system with music was also 
sc up. 

Lew Conner, UNO registar, said the students were very 
cordial and understanding about the problem. 

“None of the registration workers were confronted by a 
student who was angry,” he said. 

Rebecca Means, assistant registar, added, “Students are 
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very good at accepting computer failure.” 

Student reaction to the problem was mostly cordial. 

Freshman Graham Jensen said, “It’s no big deal. Pm a: 
pretty easy going guy.” 

Ron Powell, a sophomore, sald as he was entering the 
registration area at noon Thursday, “I’ve becn wailing in line 
for about three hours, but I'm not really upset.” — 

Freshman Lori Dictz added, “I’ve been waiting twohours. 
Tt hasn’t ccally bothered me, but im going to register carly 
from now on,” 

Some students, however, did express displeasure with the 
problem. | 

Freshman Lou Hall said Wednesday after finding the 
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registration area ceed, “T took the afternoon off from work 
tocome here. Ican"t imagine a whole computer (system) can 


- godown. You would think they would havea backup system. 


#'m not too happy.” 

Richard Hoover, assistant vice chancellor for educational 
and student services, sald a backup system would not be 
economically feasible. 

“A backup system would cost about $500,000. There’s no 
way we can justify that cost, and there’s no way we can go 
back to doing it manually,” he said. 

Conner added, “If we went back to doing it manually, we 
would have a day like Thursday for two straight weeks.”

Beginning in the fall of 1993, UNO students 
interested in runnin g for the position of Student 
PresidenvRegent musthave atleast a2.5 grade 
point average (GPA). 

This decision was approved by UNO’s Stu- 
dent Senate at its Aug. 6 meeting. 

Currently, any student who has at leasta 2.0 
GPA orwhoisconsidercdin good standing with 
their college may sun for the office. . 

‘The number of previous semesters astudent 
must have been enrolled before running for the 
cfficchas also been changed, according toSu- 
dent Senate Speaker Andria Palmesano, 

“Thenew policy, beginning next fall, willbe 
ifastudentcarriesa minimum of sixhoursforat 
leasttwoconscculivescmesicrs in the past ycar, 
not including summer; They must also have 
attended (UNO) at Ieast one other year within 
tho last four years, and they must have at east a 
2.5 GPA to sun for Student PresidentRegent,” 
Palmesano said. 

She said the current policy is that a student 
needs to have attended UNO the last four con- 
secutive semesters with no less than 6 eredit 
hours per semester and have a cummulative 


“This policy will still be in effect for this 


year’s student government election,” she said. 

She noted, however, that even though the 
Senate passed the resolution, it may not take 
effect pending research on University of Ne- 
braska Board of Regents bylaws. 

“We are still rescarching whether the Re- 
gentshavesomesortofpolicy allowing students 
torun for the office with justa2.0GPA. Ifthey 
do have some policy lke that, then our action 
would not gointo effect,” Palmesano said. “OF 
course, ifthatis the case, then what wemightdo 
is go before the Board and say “This is what we 
recommend, Would you please consider this 
action’ Rit] 

The Senate raised the GPA requirement for 
tho position for fear a student’s GPA may drop 
while inoffice because of the heavy work load, 
she said, 

‘There’s an awful fot of work involved with 
being Student PresidenURegent. Youhavetogo 
down to Lincoln forregentmectings, as wellas 
altend alot of university committees. If you go 
below a2,0GPA, then you are in shaky ground 
with the university. If you have a 2.5 GPA and 
itdropsalitile, then it’s not so bad,” Palmesano 
said, 

In other action, the Senate voted to recom- 
mend to the administration the purchase an ice 
machine for the Nealth Services Office in the 


Student Center. 

“Senator Kevin Nelson brought up the rece 
ommendation because one time he went in to 
the Health Services Office because of an in- 
jury, and they told him to goover the Caboose 
togetsomeice because they didn’thave any,” 
Palmesano sald, “He was very disturbed by 
that, and there have been other students who 
had to go to the Caboose for ice.” 

She said the machine costs around $800. 

The Senate atso approved the nomination 
of Vickie Hodges to be the new director of the 
Disabled Student Agency. 

Since the Senate failed to make quorum at 
last Thursday's scheduled meeting, various 
legislative items were put off until the Sept. 3 
meeting. 

The most important piece of legislation, 
Palmesanosaid, willbea vote whetlicetomake 
the Senate’s recording secretary an employee 
of Student Government, thereby allowing that 
individual a satary. Currently, that position is 
considered an officer of Student Goverment 
and does not receive any financial compensa; 
tion. 

‘Thatisavery time-consuming position. We 
haven't had a recording secretary since May. 
Sincethen, we’ vehadvolunteersdoing thejob,” 
Palmesano sald, 


UNO seeruiaes fees jump 

‘The University of Nebraska Board of Regents voted unant- 
mously at its May mecting to increase tuition throughout the 
University of Nebraska system this fall, 

UNO students will face an 8.7 percent tuition inercase, 
adding $4.50 percredithour for undergraduateresident students, 

University of Nebraska at Keamicy students face the largest 
tuition increase, with a 27.1 percent hike for nonresident 
graduate students and a 10.6 increase for resident undergradu- 
ates. The University of Nebraska-Lincoln’s undergraduate 
tuition was raiscd 7.4 percent and the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center’s increase was 7.5 percent. 

Five percent of the dition increase was mandatcd by the 
Nebraska Legislature’s Appropriations Commitice in March 
1991, The regents proposed additional tuition increases for the 
last two years to cover the shortfalls in university funding from 
the state legislature. 


Dean Shrader leaves UNO 

David Shrader, dean of UNO"s College of Fine Arts, an- 
nounced his resignation May 22. Shrader bas accepted the 
position of dean of the College of Music at the University of 
North Texas in Denton. 

Shrader said be was not interested in the position in Texas 
when it was first offered to him, even though he has respected 
the college for a long time. 

“T had a lot of things going on here, so I didn’t think I was 
interested in the position,” be said. “I qurned the new position 
down acouple of timcs, but they were extremely persistent.” 

Shrades’s position at North Texas will begin Nov. 1. 

Areplacement for Shrader has not yet been named, accord. 
ing to a spokesperson from the Viec-Chancellor’s Office for 
Academic Affairs,

Theexpansion, which is projected at $7.8 million, isexpected 
to be completed by late 1994 ar carly 1995,

art, dramatics arts, art history, writers’ work- 
shop, the dean of fine arts offices and the Fine 
Arts Press, 

UNO Associate Professor ef Theater, Cindy 
Phancuf, said much of the drive behind the 
constuction of the new building came from 
DavidShrader, dean of the Collegeof Fine Ants. 

“From the moment he got here, Dave real- 
ized the facilities were inadequate, worse than 
most high school theaters,” Phanenf said, “it 
was shown to Vard Johnson, who was in the 
legislature at the time, and he agreed that it was 
sub-standard andnot acceptable forauniversity 
facility. He spearheaded the move to bring itto 
the legislature. 

“It wouldn’t have happened without Dave's 
energy and ideas to make it happen. Then a lot 
of people got excited about it,” she said. 

After a nationwide search for an architect, 
New York architect Malcolm Holzman was 
chosen to design the building, according to 
Phaneuf, 

“His design and ideas were exciting and 
Dave (Shrader) was very interested that the 
building be a work of ast, not just functional. 
He wanted people to know that this was the 
building where creative arts were going on,” 
she said. 

From her perspective, Phaneuf said, “It’s 
exciting to have a new space because it says 
that the university cares about the aris on cam- 
pus. I love being in the new building. I love the 
energy that is going on this week in time for 
classes to start.” 

UNO Associate Professor of Art History, 
Martin Rosenberg, who has been on sabbatical 
this past year completing his book on French 
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Cfilical opinion of Raphael and how thoscopin- 
jonshaveinfluencedFrenchart, retumsnotonly 
tohiscustomary teachin gresponsibilities, butto 
the new building as well. 

“J dhink it's arcally interesting building. It’s: 
@ piece of moder architecture in Omaha with 
character and distinction,” Rosenberg said. 

Another facet of the new building Phancuf 
said she appreciates is its bringing togetherofa 
wider group of departments into one building. 
“More of us are going to be housed together 
underone roof, and that’s very exciting. They'll 
be more of a chance for interaction among the 
departments.” 

Phaneuf said thedesignofthebuilding could 
be described as “postemadem.” 

“One thing thearchitect wanted was foreach 
part of the building to have its own identity, so 
youcouldknow wherethetheater wasandknow 
wheretheantdepartnentis. It’snotall thesame, 
butif you put theparts together, itmakesa whole 
picture.” 

In the dramatic arts department, Phaneuf 
said, “Almost all of our classes will be taught 
there, except film or introduction to theater, so 
we'll teach alll of the design classes, the acting 
classes and the directing classes. I believe there 
willbetheaterhistory, graduate seminarcourses, 
costuming, lighting and makeup.” 

One aspect with which Phaneuf is most 
delighted, she said, is a tech-design classroom. 

“Tt will have drawing desks and spacé for: 
drawing tools, and there's aplace toexperiment 
with lights so for the first time there will be a 
classroom that was meant to house courses in 
theatrical design, such as costume design and 
set design.” 

In addition, she said, “Another thing that’s 
really nice is the beautiful conference room 
where we can have our design meetings and 
faculty meetings. There’s an actual table and 
enough chairs for everyone to sit down.” 
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Phaneuf said the art and art history departments will be 
teaching most of their classes there as well, such as survey 
courses, drawing, painting, print-making, paper making, life- 
drawing and art education. 

Rosenberg sald sculpture and ceramics will not be taught 
there because they arc maintaining their own tcaching spaces. 

“Wehave three classrooms, whichseatupto 50, where we'll 
teach our survey courses, and, of course, we have the capacity 
to project slides,” he said. 

Phaneuf said within the art department there is the Fine Arts 
Press, “and they have very nice facilities with some reom to 
spread out.” 

For the writers’ workshop, she added, “They will have their 
studios and computer labs for students to do their computer 
writing, and they havea room where ticy can put cutthcirown 
Nebraska Review that they publish and they have space for 
that,’ 
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jedi eid. is the first exhibit In the new art Gallery. 


The proccss of moving in has been somewhat cased by the 
cnormous support of the UNO maintenance department, 
Phaneuf said. 

“Itsbeen kind of hairy becauscits been so fast. UNO’ screw 
been working tirclessly, and they have been incredible and 
nd erfulto work with, The wholecrew has been just wonder- 
tL She said,’ . agetiy: 

Rosenberg éaid he was also satisfied with the process of 
moving ih, ‘When problems with the building were discovered, 
such as misplaced projection booth windows which created 
trapezoidal images rather than the expected rectangular ones, 
Rosenberg said they were quickly taken care of. 

“We had maintenance officiats take those out, putin small 
windows at the proper height and in the proper place,” 
Rosenberg said. “We are ready to go. 

“Lalso like my office. It’s very pleasant to be there. I think 
it’s going to be very workable. [t's much larger than my 
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previous one, and ’mquite happy with it. My office is entirely 
sctup, andit’s neat, which means haven’ tstartedusingityct,” 
be said, 

AsPhancuf anticipates the fall sefnester, she said, “I'm trying 
to maintain my sense of humor, and let the process unfold and 
know thatit’s going totake a liliic ime tomake the adjustments 
tothe new building and thenew space. In fact, it'll probably take 
most of this year to begin to make that space our own but ?’'m 
looking forward to having people in there and sharing it with 
them and seeing how it functions.” 

Rosenberg added, “Thebuildingisreally interesting architec- 
turally, and it’s very well-designed. I enjoy going there.” 

Holzman is scheduled to visit UNO on Sept. 11 to deliver a 
lecture about the new building, which is scheduled for official 
grand opening ceremonies on Oct. 8.

Irealize 
elephants, zebras and monkeys don’tmect us 
on the highwayshere in Nebraska; this sort of 
wildlife is uniquely African. 

Inall honesty, that weekend safari didnot 
nearly compare with the incredible times I~ 
enjoyed with the people. I expressed that 
fecling to Grace Mhada, the daughter of a 
Tanzanian doctor, in a conversation we had 
on the shore of Lake Victoria. 

She responded by saying I was quite dif- 
ferent from the Europeans who work ih her 
city of Mwanza and the tourists who travel 
through the area. Grace said these people 
come to see the animals and want the Tanza- 
nian nationals to eater to them. I regretted 
having to claim my Western identity as I 
became aware of the insulting nature of these 
visitors. ¥ 

Grace said to me, “We like you because 
you're like us, even trying to learn our lan- 
guage.” Well, Ict’s just say I mastered a few 
Swahiliphrases from acassette tape. Ie wasn’t 
a big deal in my opinion, but it meant some- 
thing to her. 

In my linguistics class this past spring, I 
learned that language is a vital part of who 
you are. I guess Grace sensed my speaking 
her language showed that shemattered to me.

I lived among the people. I pecled potatoes and diced 
zucchini, Isatand sipped chal, atcamixed with hot goatmilk, 
andiistened tothe ways of the Kikuyu tribe, Ilcamed tomake 
chapat, a tortilla-like bread. As Grace said, I was like them. 

T wonder what kind of treatment visitors in ourculture get, 
Could ever compare to the hospitality I received in Africa? 

One day as 1 walked home from. teaching at the Kijabe 
Primary Schoolin Kenya, alady walkedby and I said, “Habart 
zaasubuhi,”asimple good moming greeting, Anne, as Icame 
toknow her, asked if Thad come from the “dukas” or shops up 
the hill, As Thad not yet scen them, she gave mea tour of ber 
own clothing shop as well as scveral others.

The National Institutes of Health (NIED AIDS Clinical Trials 
Group (ACTG) program has accepted the University of Ne- 
braska Medical Center as one of its newest members. 

‘The Med Center has joined the program in order to assist in 
the nationwide development and testing of promising new 
therapies for persons infected with the human immunodefi- 
Gency virus CITY). 

Dr. Susan Swindells, assistant professor of Family Practice, 
beads the HIV program at the Med Center, She said the new 
collaboration between the Med Center and the NIH “will allow 
us to cnroll patients from the clinic here in Netraska into trials 
ofpromising treatments for people with HIV infectionand AIDS 
thathad previously notbecn possible because of their geographi- 
cal location.” 

Swindells said the ACTG is where all of the major research 
inthe countryis going! fornew treatments of fHV infectionsand 


Also attending the news conference was Dr. Nenry Balfour, 
directorofthe HIV program atthe UniversityofMinnesota, with 
whose support the Med Center has entered the national clinical 
tials group. ae 

Balfour said heis pleased about the new association between 
the hospitals not only for benefit of the: pallets but also the 
specialists, 

“We're adding some very excellent sclentific investigators, 
doctors who will help us tomake decisions on whicharethebest 
drugs to test and which are the best ways to go,” he said. 

Despite their excitement about the ncw collaboration, both 
Swindells and Balfour expressed considerable concern about 
difficulties with finding, Asaresult, Swindells is tuming to the 
private sectoc fordonations tohelp witha varietyofexpenses for 
patients, , 

“There are many costs involved,” she said, “such as labora- 
tocy testing, X-rays, dispensing of medications; costs others 
can’t afford and that the program will have to pay. 

“As we have no money from the NIH at the moment, we're 
cunning on fumes, and hopefully donations will be forticom- 
ing.” 


Gary Smith, who is being treated by Swindells in the HIV 
clinic, said, “I think it’s a long time coming, and it’s one of the 
betier things that’s happened here. 10's definitely something 
that’s going to be a big payoff to the paticnis. 

“Lifting the financial burden makes a tremendous differ- 
ence. To be sick and struggling and worrying about who’s 
going to take care of you, that’s hard,” Smith said, 

Balfour said within the ACIG, there’s a commilies that 
serechs promising compounds, They may come from the gov- 
emnment, they may come from industry, they may come from 
privale investors and the commiltce ranks the promising nature 
of those compounds by priority, 

‘Then the compounds with the highest priority are tested as 
quickly as possible. Over the six years ofits existence, the group 
has put together 200 programsto test drugsagainst the virus and 
alsoagainsttheorganismsthatcause opportunisticinfections, ie 
said. 


Since the beginning of the University of Minnesota’s in- 
volvementin the ACTG in January 1987, Balfoursaid his group 
has enrolled $42 participants in various stagcs of infection with 
HIV. 

“Inthe Midwest, wearcatarcally earlicrstageofthenational 
epidemic than cither the cast or west coasts,” Balfour said. “So 
we are in a unique position to take participants at early stages, 
whohavenosymptomsand toseeif intervention will help those 
individuals.” 

Swindellssaidthatmuch has already comeoutofeffortssuch 
as the ACTG, 

“As we’ ve become more sophisticated in our understanding 
of the disease, we've gottcn away from fealing symptoms; we 
arc treating theunderlying disease, Weknow how tomeasure the 
virus and its activity with quite a degree of sophistication and 
how drugs will impact this,” he said, 

In contrast, Swindells said, “When we started, there was 
nothing youcoulddo, and then finally there was AZT which was 
at least something, but we were giving péoplo very large doses 
which were very difficult for thein to take, and even then there

UNO has played a major role in a new experiment at the 
University of Nebraska Medical Center (UNMC). 

UNO and the Med Center have joined together to help Med 
Center employees get an education, 

“The whole purpose is to help people who haven't becn to 
college or who are coming back,” sald Janet Walker, education 
specialist forthe human resources departmentat the Med Center. 

Registration forthethree UNO classes washcld Aug, 17. The 
classes, New Start, Introduction to Psychology and Fundamen- 
tals of Speech, are offered at the Med Center this fall at off- 
campus rales, 

“The classes are available for employces (and students) of 
UNMC,” she said. “It isan employce development effort.” 

Walker said about 48 people have registered. Of those, 35 
were Med Center employees or students. After Monday, the 
classcswereopencd togeneral registrationatUNO,andabout 10 
more people were addcd to the class lists. 

“Of basic adult learning problems or obstacles, convenience 
is one,” Walker said. “Having these classes at UNMC Is a lot 
casicr. Employces are familiar with their own campus.” 

For now, the Med Center plans to offer basic classes to help 
people get started. Walker said these “studentsfemployces” 
would have to further their studies at the UNO campus. 

There are also plans to offer UNO pre-placement exams for 
both mathand English at theend of Septemberor October. Next 
spring, the math and English classes will be offered at the Med 
Center, 

‘Walkersaid there wasalotofcooperation between campuses, 

“(UNO) wasrealeasy to work with, A lotofphonecalls were 
made.” 

She said UNO came to the Med Center campus to help 
arrange everything, academic counseling was also offered to 
those wishing to enroll, 

Walker said the Med Center has no further plans past next 
spring for this typeof project, butis glad tosesitis working well.

Among all the construction at the Univer. 
sity of Nebraska Medical Center, anew facil- 
ity has risen uptomect the needs ofa growing 
campus and a growing community. 

Tho new building is part of tho University 
Health Care Project, a three phase project to 
help “ereate a new front door image” to the 
current campus, according to Mike Shriner, 
Med Center campus architect, 

Although this new building has yet to be 
named, the selectionof the name will bo made 
within the next two months, Shrincr said, 

“This facility will groupall outpaticntclin- 
ics in onc building, segregating it from inpa- 
ticnt at the hospital,” he said. 

Withover200,000 outpaticntappointments 
ayear, this building will make it much caster 
for those paticnts who only need to be at the 
hospital for one or more outpatient visits, 

Besides housing all the,outpaticnt clintes, 
the building will also have new operating 
rooms, new offices and a new recsiving and 
loading dock for linens, medical supplies and 
pharmaceuticals. A different area of the toad. 
ing dock will atso aid in refuse disposal from 
the bespital and clinics. 

The total project cast is over $40 million. 
About$28 million went forconsteuctioncosts; 
the rest was for equipment, telephones, mov- 
ing and other miscellancous necessities, ac- 
cording to Shriner.

The firstmajor phase of tie project was the 
five-story parking swuctureand heliport, which 
was finishedin 1990. Thenew building, which 
will be finished by the end of the year, is the 
second major phase, The final major phase 
includesrcnovaling existing spacothroughout 
the campus, which is scheduled to be finished

Third string quarterback John Young considers himself of 
at least having an opportunity of having some playing time.
